Top Christie Staff Sought Lane Ctosings As Revenge

Newly obtained emails and 
text messages show that 
Gov. Chris Christie’s office 
was closely involved with 
lane closings on the New 
Jersey side of the George 
Washington Bridge in Sep¬ 
tember, and that officials 
closed the lanes as retribu¬ 
tion against the Democrat¬ 
ic mayor whose town was 
gridlocked as a result. 

The growing scandal 
around the bridge threat¬ 
ens Christie at the moment 
he assumes an even larger 


position on the national 
stage, as chairman of the 
Republican Governor’s As¬ 
sociation and a leading 
candidate for his party’s 
presidential nomination in 
2016. In the documents, 
obtained by The New York 
Times and other news out¬ 
lets Wednesday, Bridget 
Anne Kelly, a deputy chief 
of staff in Christie’s office, 
gave a signal fo fhe Porf 
Aufhorify of New York and 
New Jersey fo close the 
lanes about two weeks be¬ 
fore the closings occurred. 
“Time for some traffic 


problems in Fort Lee,” she 
emailed David Wildstein, 
Christie’s close friend from 
high school, and one of his 
appointees at the Port Au¬ 
thority, which controls the 
bridge. Christie and some 
officials at Port Author¬ 
ity have said the closings 
were done as part of a traf¬ 
fic study, but they caused 
havoc for days, backing up 
fraffic for hours. 

Affer the emails were re¬ 
leased, Christie canceled 
his one public event for the 
day, which had been billed 
as an announcement of 


progress in the recovery 
from Hurricane Sandy. His 
office had no immediafe 
commenf. 

Christie’s handpicked 
chairman of the Port Au¬ 
thority, David Samson, was 
also involved in the closings, 
according to the emails, 
which describe his efforts 
to “retaliate” against New 
York officials who had nof 
been fold of the changes 
and sought to ease the 
gridlock.

PARIS (AP) — Goodyear's French division soys it has 
filed a lawsuit over the “boss-napping” of two of its ex¬ 
ecutives and workers’ occupation of a plant in north¬ 
ern France. Goodyear Dunlop Tires France — a subsid¬ 
iary of Goodyear Tire and Rubber Co. of Akron, Ohio 
— said in a statement the lawsuit was filed Wednes¬ 
day with the prosecutor in Amiens, France, because 
it can't accept “actions that endanger people and 
goods.” Two Goodyear managers held captive by 
workers in Amiens were freed Tuesday after police 
intervened, ending a two-day standoff over the fac¬ 
tory’s bleak future. □ 

Argentina to import Brazil produce 

BUENOS AIRES, Argentina (AP) — Argentina's govern¬ 
ment will import tomatoes from Brazil to guarantee 
supply and keep a regulated price. Cabinet Chief 
Jorge Capitanich said Wednesday that the price of 
tomatoes has been rising in Argentina due to weather 
conditions. He said the measure will guarantee a fair 
price to consumers to avoid a shortage. Consumer 
prices are among the biggest worries for Argentines. 
The government on Monday launched its latest price 
control program to curb high inflation. The government 
says inflation is running around lO percent a year. □ 

Tunisians protest over higher taxes 

TUNIS, Tunisia (AP) — Tunisians protesting a new tax on 
vehicles have clashed with police, who responded 
with tear gas. The protests centered on the southern 
towns of Kasserine and Thala in the country’s impover¬ 
ished interior were in response to a new series of taxes 
that came into effect in 2014. Tunisia's Finance Minister 
Elyas Fakhfakh appeared on television Wednesday to 
call for calm and denounce rumors that had inflated 
the size of the taxes. Protesters attacked police stations 
and burned vehicles but were repelled from storming 
government offices. □ 

France hits Google with $204K fine 

PARIS (AP) — The French digital privacy watchdog is 
fining Google 150,000 euros ($204,000) for breaking 
rules on ensuring data privacy. The CNIL agency said 
on Wednesday that Google’s new privacy policy — 
which applies to all of its services from e-mail to cal¬ 
endars — isn’t specific enough about how and why it 
collects data from users and doesn’t define how long 
it keeps such data, among other problems. EU au¬ 
thorities also have said the new privacy policy doesn’t 
follow their rules. Google has contended that its new 
policy is simpler and complies with European law. □ 

Germany to probe migration abuse 

BERLIN (AP) — The German government is creating 
a high-level panel to look into claims that migrants 
from elsewhere in the European Union are abusing the 
country’s welfare system. Last year more than a dozen 
German cities asked the federal government for help 
in dealing with a large influx of migrants from Roma¬ 
nia and Bulgaria. This month restrictions eased on the 
movement of people from those two countries to the 
rest of the 28-nation EU. Government spokesman Stef¬ 
fen Seibert said Wednesday the panel would examine 
possible legislation to combat any welfare abuse.Q

Train carrying oii deraiis, catches fire 


PLASTER ROCK, New Bruns¬ 
wick (AP) — Officials in 
Canada said a derailed 
freight train carrying crude 
oil and propane contin¬ 
ued to burn Wednesday, 
and about 150 residents 
remained evacuated from 
their homes. There were no 
deaths or injuries. 

Of the 17 cars that derailed 
late Tuesday in New Bruns¬ 
wick province, five contain 
crude oil and four contain 
propane, said Claude 
Mongeau, the chief ex¬ 
ecutive of ON Rail. Some of 
the propane cars are vent¬ 
ing and some of the crude 
cars are burning, he said. 
“It is contained, but it is 
evolving,” Mongeau said. 
The train’s brakes came 
on unexpectedly, Cana¬ 
da’s Transportation Safety 
Board said based on pre¬ 
liminary information from 
the rail company and po¬ 
lice. 

“Preliminary reports were 


that the train was proceed¬ 
ing, and while proceed¬ 
ing experienced what we 
call is an undesired brake 
application,” said Daniel 
Holbrook, a manager with 
the safety board. Holbrook 
also said the crew found a 
broken axle. 

The derailment in a sparse¬ 
ly populated region, 
roughly 20 miles (32 kilome¬ 
ters) from the U.S. border 
and northern Maine, again 
raised concerns about 
the increasing use of rail 
to transport oil throughout 
North America. In July, 47 
people were killed in Lac- 
Megantic, Cuebec, when 
a train carrying crude oil 
derailed. 

Andrew Simpson, 30, was 
playing cards with his 
uncle Tuesday evening 
when the train went off 
the tracks less than a mile 
(1.6 kilometer) away. “The 
table just kind of rumbled, 
and out the window went 


a real bright orange,” he 
said. “We looked out and 
the whole train yard was 
on fire. We panicked and 
called (emergency servic¬ 
es).” 

New Brunswick Premier Da¬ 
vid Alward said there was 
minimal impact on the en¬ 
vironment. 

Sharon DeWitt, emergency 
measures coordinator for 
the nearby community of 
Plaster Rock, said no one 
was killed or injured. She 
said people were evacu¬ 
ated within a two-kilome- 
ter (1.24-mile) radius of the 
fire. 

Officials said the regularly 
scheduled freight train ran 
into trouble around 7 p.m. 
Tuesday about 150 kilome¬ 
ters (93 miles) northwest 
of Fredericton. Mongeau 
said the crude oil was from 
western Canada and was 
destined for an Irving Oil 
refinery in Saint John, New 
Brunswick. □

Canada reports fatal case of bird flu

TORONTO (AP) — Cana¬ 
dian health officials said 
Wednesday a fatal case 
of H5N1 bird flu has been 
reported in Canada, the 
first such case in North 
America. The victim was 
travelling from China when 
symptoms first appeared. 
Health Minister Rona Am¬ 
brose said the case, in Al¬ 
berta, was on isolated one 


and that the risk to the 
general public is very low. 
Officials said the person 
began to feel ill on a flight 
to Canada from Beijing 
on Dec. 27. They said it 
was the first case of H5N1 
circulating in Beijing and 
said China looking is look¬ 
ing into it. “This is the first 
evidence of this particular 
virus circulating in Beijing. 
Chinese authorities ore go¬ 
ing to be very interested. 


We’ve contacted them al¬ 
ready,” Dr. Gregory Taylor 
said. Taylor said the victim 
only visited Beijing in China. 
The victim did not travel 
to a farm or visit markets, 
he said. The World Health 
Organization says that as 
of mid-December, there 
had been 648 laboratory- 
confirmed human cases of 
H5N1 flu, reported mostly in 
Asia. Of that total, 384 in¬ 
fections have been fatal. □

At o news conference 
Wednesday in Warsaw, 
U.S. researcher Krysfyno 
Piorkowska said she found 
the Paris-doted May 10, 
1945, testimony of former 
American prisoner of war 
Lf. Col. John H. Von Vlief 
Jr. in the U.S. Notional Ar¬ 
chives near Washington 
lost November. If was filed 
among other unrelated 
World War II documents 
from the U.S. Embassy in 
Paris. 

The sworn deposition pro¬ 
vides evidence of Soviet 
responsibility for the 1940 
massacre of some 22,000 
Polish officers in the Katyn 
forest and other places in 
what was then the Soviet 
Union. The Soviet Red Army 
hod token the Polish offi¬ 
cers prisoner otter invading 
eastern Poland in Septem¬ 
ber 1939. 

Another report that Von 
Vlief mode o few days 
later in Washington is con¬ 
sidered missing. This has fu¬ 
eled speculation that the 
U.S. government helped 
cover up Soviet responsibil¬ 
ity for the massacre out of 
fear that saying the truth 
would anger Stalin, whom 
the Allies were counting on 
to help them defeat Ger¬ 
many and Japan in World 
Warn. 

For decades, Moscow 
hod blamed the Nazis for 
the massacre, but then in 
1990 admitted that Stalin 
hod ordered it. The massa¬ 
cre further embittered Po¬ 
land’s relations with Mos¬ 
cow, which has refused to 
consider the massacre a 
genocide and has been 
reluctant to prosecute any 
living henchmen.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Rush¬ 
ing to curb political fallout, 
the White House pushed 
bock Wednesday against 
harsh criticism in o new 
book by former Defense 
Secretary Robert Gates 
that questions President 
Barack Obama's war 
leadership and rips into 
Vice President Joe Biden. 
The tell-all memoir from 
Gates has created a splash 
in Washington, casting o 
negative light on Obama's 
national security opera¬ 
tions by detailing a high 
level of discord among 
the small team that made 
key decisions about the 
wars in Iraq and Afghani¬ 
stan. For two key partici¬ 
pants — Biden and former 
Secretary of State Hillary 
Clinton — the accusations 
could color how the two 
potential 2016 presidential 
candidates are viewed by 
voters. 

Initially caught off guard 
by the book’s accusations, 
Obama’s aides walked a 
fine line between publicly 
rebuking his former de¬ 
fense chief and allowing 
Gates' claims to go un¬ 
challenged. Still, the White 
House hurried to Biden's 
defense and said the presi¬ 
dent disagrees with Gates' 
characterization. 

White House spokesman 
Jay Carney disputed sev¬ 
eral of Gates’ points indi¬ 
vidually but said Obama 
appreciated Gates’ ser¬ 
vice. He said those who 
have the privilege to 
serve at high levels moke 
their own decisions about 
whether and when to di¬ 


vulge details of private 
conversations after they 
leave government. 

“I'll leave it to other folks to 
decide," Carney said. 

In the book, “Duty: Mem¬ 
oirs of o Secretary of War," 
Gates accuses Obama of 
having little resolve for his 
own strategy in Afghani¬ 
stan and of presiding over 
a national security team in 
which military leaders were 
treated with suspicion and 
career staffers brushed 
aside as decisions were 
centralized among a small 
cadre of White House ad¬ 
visers. 

But Gates reserves his 
most sweeping indictment 
for Biden. Despite prais¬ 
ing Biden’s integrity and 
personal sense of loyalty. 
Gates asserts that the vice 
president “has been wrong 


on nearly every major for¬ 
eign policy and national 
security issue over the past 
four decades." 

The White House moved 
quickly to dispel that no¬ 
tion, issuing a statement 
calling Biden o “leading 
statesmen of his time” and 
echoing the sentiment be¬ 
fore television cameras. 

“I don’t think anybody who 
has covered us or knows 
the president and the vice 
president, knows how this 
White House functions, has 
any doubt about the presi¬ 
dent’s faith in Vice Presi¬ 
dent Biden as an adviser 
and counselor,” Carney 
said. 

In o rare departure from 
its usual policy, the White 
House allowed news pho¬ 
tographers in Wednesday 
to Obama's weekly lun¬ 


cheon with Biden in the 
private dining room just 
off the Oval Office, where 
Biden spoke animatedly 
to Obama as they two sat 
across each other at a 
wood table. 

Carney said the White 
House merely was giving 
photographers more ac¬ 
cess, which they have de¬ 
manded. 

Biden's central role in de¬ 
cision-making also was on 
display in Obama’s public 
schedule for Wednesday, 
which showed the vice 
president meeting with the 
president five times during 
the day. 

For the White House, de¬ 
fending Biden against 
questions about his value 
to the administration has 
become something of a 
familiar exercise. □ 


Arctic air eases its grip on much of the US

ATLANTA (AP) — An arc¬ 
tic blast eased its grip on 
much of the eastern U.S. 
on Wednesday, with winds 
calming and the weather 
warming slightly a day af¬ 
ter temperature records — 
some more than a century 
old — shattered. 

Authorities reported at least 
21 cold-related deaths 
across the country since 
Sunday. At least five peo¬ 


ple died after collapsing 
while shoveling snow, while 
several victims were iden¬ 
tified as homeless people 
who either refused shelter 
or didn’t make it to a warm 
haven soon enough. 

In a phenomenon that 
forecasters said is actually 
not all that unusual, all 50 
states saw freezing temper¬ 
atures at some point Tues¬ 
day. That included Hawaii, 
where it was 18 degrees (-8 
Celsius) atop Mouno Kea, 


a dormant volcano. 

In Atlanta, where o record 
low of 6 degrees Fahren¬ 
heit (-14 Celsius) hit early 
Tuesday, the forecast 
Wednesday was sunny and 
a more normal 42 degrees 
(5 Celsius). 

The big chill started in the 
Midwest over the week¬ 
end, caused by a kink in 
the “polar vortex,” the 
strong winds that circulate 
around the North Pole. The 
icy air covered about half 


the country by Tuesday. 
With the bitter cold slow¬ 
ing baggage handling and 
aircraft refueling, airlines 
canceled more than 2,000 
flights Tuesday in the U.S., 
bringing the four-day total 
to more than 11,000. 
Natural gas demand in 
the U.S. set a record Tues¬ 
day, eclipsing the mark set 
a day earlier, according 
to Jock Weixel, director of 
energy analysis at Bentek

Obama administration criticizes 
zero-toierance poiicy in schoois

The Obama administration issued guidelines Wednes¬ 
day that recommended public school officials use law 
enforcement only as a last resort for disciplining stu¬ 
dents, a response to a rise in zero-tolerance policies 
that have disproportionately increased the number of 
arrests, suspensians and expulsians of minority students 
for even minor, nonviolent offenses. 

Education Secretary Arne Duncan and Attorney Gen¬ 
eral Eric H. Holder Jr. released a 35-page dacument 
that outlined approaches - including ccunseling for 
students, coaching for teachers and disciplinary affi- 
cers, and sessions to teach social and emotional skills 
- that could reduce the time students spend out of 
school as punishment. 

“The widespread use of suspensions and expulsions has 
tremendous costs," Duncan wrote in a letter to school 
officials. “Students who are suspended or expelled 
from school may be unsupervised during daytime 
hours and cannot benefit from great teaching, pcsi- 
tive peer interactions, and adult mentorship offered in 
class and in schoal.” 

Data collected by the Education Department shows 
that minorities - particularly black boys and students 
with disabilities - face the harshest discipline in schools. 
According to the Education Department’s Office for 
Civil Rights, African-Americans without disabilities are 
more than three times as likely as their white peers to 
be suspended or expelled from school. And an anal¬ 
ysis of the federal data by the Center for Civil Rights 
Remedies at the University of California, Las Angeles, 
found that in 10 states, including California, Cannecti- 
cut, Delaware and lllinais, more than a quarter af black 
students with disabilities were suspended in the 2009-10 
schoal year. 

In additian, students wha are eligible for special edu¬ 
cation services - generally those with disabilities - make 
up nearly a quarter of those who have been arrested 
at school, despite representing only 12 percent of the 
nation’s students. 

As school districts have placed more police officers 
on campuses, criminal charges against children have 
drastically increased, a trend that has alarmed civil 
rights groups and others concerned about the safety 
and educatianal welfare at public-schaal students. 
The Obama administratian’s document also set guide¬ 
lines for reducing arrests and keeping discipline within 
schocis. “A rcutine schcol disciplinary infraction should 
land a student in the principal’s office, not in a police 
precinct,” Holder said in a statement. 

The administration advised schools to focus on creat¬ 
ing positive environments, setting clear expectations 
and consequences for students, and ensuring fairness 
and equity in disciplinary measures. It also called for 
districts to collect data on school-based arrests, cita¬ 
tions and searches, as well as suspensions and expul¬ 
sions, and reminded schaals af civil rights laws pratect- 
ing students. 

Civil rights groups broadly welcomed the federal guid¬ 
ance. Citing "misuse and averuse af exclusionary 
school discipline" that fuels a “school to prison pipe¬ 
line,” Deborah J. Vagins, senior legislative counsel at 
the American Civil Liberties Union’s Washington leg¬ 
islative office, called the guidelines “timely and im¬ 
portant.” Some school districts, including Baltimore, 
Chicago, Denver, Los Angeles and Broward County, 
Fla., have already begun ta alter their policies and fo¬ 
cus more on preventing problem behavior in the first

LOS ANGELES (AP) — The 

driver of a car that plowed 
through crowds on the 
Venice Beach boardwalk 
must stand trial on charges 
of murder in the death of a 
newlywed woman and as¬ 
sault with a deadly weap¬ 
on involving more than a 


dozen other tourists and 
vendors who were injured, 
a judge ruled Wednesday. 
Nathan Campbell, 38, was 
bound over for trial after a 
preliminary hearing of the 
case before Superior Court 
Judge Antonio Barretto. 
Campbell also will face 
10 counts of leaving the 
scene. 


Florida school no longer 
named for KKK founder 


JACKSONVILLE, Florida 
(AP) - A Jacksonville high 
school named in 1959 after 
a former Confederate gen¬ 
eral and the co-founder of 
the Ku Klux Klan has a new 
name, ending a decades- 
long debate over the issue. 
The Duval County School 
Board voted Tuesday night 
to change Nathan B. For¬ 
rest High to Westside High, 
to reflect the neighbor¬ 
hood. 

The Florida Times-Union 
reported that the vote 
was unanimous and drew 
no discussion from board 
members. 

A school advisory council 
had asked the board to 
change the name in 2007, 
but then-board mem¬ 
bers voted 5-2 against the 
change. 

New school board rules 
prohibit naming schools af¬ 
ter people. 

Joan Miller Cooper, an 
alumna who has advocat¬ 
ed keeping the old school 
name, told the school 
board that the name West- 


side is too closely associat¬ 
ed with the Westside Mafia 
gang. 

The removal of the names 
of key Confederate fig¬ 
ures, some of whom par¬ 
ticipated in the early days 
of the Ku Klux Klan, is trend¬ 
ing through the South and 
other parts of the U.S. 

For years, communities 
have been trying, some¬ 
times successfully, to 
change names of schools, 
parks and other facilities 
because they represented 
Confederate leaders and 
ideals. But many defend 
the names, arguing they 
commemorate the South's 
heritage, not racism. 

The name of the Jackson¬ 
ville school has been a 
source of controversy for 
decades, with school of¬ 
ficials continuously refus¬ 
ing to change it despite 
numerous protests. Oppo¬ 
nents of the name change 
told the school board it 
would be a waste of mon¬ 
ey, based on history that 
may be inaccurate.^ 


Campbell, a transient with 
a history of petty-crime 
convictions, has pleaded 
not guilty. His lawyer, Phil¬ 
lip Dube, has said there 
was no intent to kill and the 
event was an accident. 
Newlywed Alice Gruppioni, 
32, of Bologna, Italy, was 
on her honeymoon when 
she was killed in the Aug. 
3 incident at the famous 
Southern California tourist 
attraction. 

Barretto dismissed several 
counts for technical rea¬ 
sons on a motion by Dep¬ 
uty District Attorney Victor 
Avila. He also dismissed 
one count in the case of a 
woman who was hit but not 
injured. 

Outside court, Dube said his 
defense would be based 
on the fact that the used 
car Campbell was driving 
had been recalled before 
he bought it in Colorado 


and the problem was not 
fixed. 

He said it had a faulty shift 
lever, which Campbell had 
to struggle with to get the 
car to move. When Camp¬ 
bell gunned the gas pedal 
after several attempts, 
the car lurched forward 
through the barriers to the 
boardwalk, Dube said. 

The car hit Gruppioni first. 
“He freaked out. She was 
on the hood of the car," 
Dube said. “He never in¬ 
tended to hurt anybody or 
kill anybody. He’s not homi¬ 
cidal. He has no violence in 
his history. It’s just a very sad 
hard luck story." 

After Gruppioni was hit, 
Campbell panicked and 
was just trying to get off the 
boardwalk when he hit 17 
other people, Dube said. 
Dube said the issue for a jury 
to decide at Campbell’s 
trial will be “whether or not 


he had a criminal mind, a 
criminal intent, rather than 
acting in a panic mode." 
Campbell could face a life 
sentence if convicted of a 
murder charge. Prosecu¬ 
tors will meet to determine 
whether the charge will be 
first-degree murder, which 
would mean the act was 
premeditated, or some¬ 
thing lesser. 

Some 30 witnesses, includ¬ 
ing tourists from across the 
country and the world, flew 
to Los Angeles to testify at 
the preliminary hearing. 
One woman appeared in 
a wheelchair. Others spoke 
of their terror when the 
car came barreling down 
the boardwalk in the early 
evening when hundreds of 
people jammed the strip. 
Witnesses said the driver 
maneuvered around barri¬ 
ers and intentionally aimed 
at tourists and vendors. □ 
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Natural gas exports: Slow walk or ‘danger zone’?

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 

debate over exporting liq¬ 
uefied natural gas is intensi¬ 
fying as the Energy Depart¬ 
ment considers on array of 
applications to ship the fuel 
to Japan, Indio and other 
countries where prices are 
far higher than in the Unit¬ 
ed States. 

Some large manufactur¬ 
ers that use natural gas say 
the department is moving 
too quickly to approve gas 
exports, pushing the United 
States into a “danger zone” 
that could raise prices and 
harm the economy. Envi¬ 
ronmental groups worry 
that tentative approval of 
several large export proj¬ 
ects may accelerate a 
fracking boom they say 
could harm public health 
and the environment. 
Industry groups, mean¬ 
while, say the administra¬ 
tion is moving too slowly, 
with just one of nearly two 
dozen proposed LNG ex¬ 
port terminals given final 
approval in the past two 
years. Four other projects 
have received conditional 
backing. 

“The Department of En¬ 
ergy's slow-walk of LNG 
export licenses violates 
our trade obligations” and 
could cause the U.S. to 
lose billions of dollars in the 
global gas market, said 
Margo Thorning, director of 
the Act on LNG campaign, 
an advocacy group that 
supports gas exports. 

“In a perfect world, we'd 
like to just see them ap¬ 
prove all the applications 
that meet the requirements 
and let the market figure 
out which ones are actu¬ 
ally going to be built,” said 
Marty Durbin, president 
and CEO of America's Nat¬ 
ural Gas Alliance, an indus¬ 
try group that has pushed 
for more exports to keep 
the U.S. competitive in a 


global market. 

If built, the projects already 
given tentative or final ap¬ 
proval would export about 
6.7 billion cubic feet of nat¬ 
ural gas a day, enough to 
meet the needs of nearly 
70,000 homes for one year. 
And that is just the begin¬ 


ning. The proposals consid¬ 
ered so far represent less 
than one-quarter of the to¬ 
tal amount energy compa¬ 
nies are seeking to export. 
Energy companies say the 
U.S. should act now, be¬ 
fore other countries such 
as Russia or Iran approve 
export projects that could 
help meet growing energy 
demands in Asia and other 
parts of the world. 

The push for LNG exports 
comes amid a boom large¬ 
ly resulting from a drilling 
technique known as hy¬ 
draulic fracturing, or frack¬ 
ing, which involves pump¬ 
ing huge volumes of water, 
sand and chemicals under¬ 
ground to split open rocks 
to allow oil and gas to flow. 


Improved technology has 
allowed energy compa¬ 
nies to gain access to huge 
stores of natural gas under¬ 
neath states from Wyoming 
to Pennsylvania but has 
raised widespread con¬ 
cerns that it might lead to 
groundwater contamina¬ 


tion and even earthquakes. 
Average wholesale prices 
for natural gas increased 
significantly last year to an 
overage of $3.73 per mil¬ 
lion British thermal units, ac¬ 
cording to the U.S. Energy 
Information Administration. 
However, gas prices re¬ 
main low in historical terms. 
Increased production kept 
2013 prices at the second- 
lowest level in the past de¬ 
cade, the EIA said. 

Overall U.S. natural gas 
production is expected to 
grow by about 2 percent 
this year, the EIA projects. 
The drilling boom has 
prompted a push by Amer¬ 
ican oil companies to ex¬ 
port crude oil for the first 
time since the Arab oil em¬ 


bargo in the early 1970s. 
Energy Secretary Ernest 
Moniz suggested at an in¬ 
dustry gathering last month 
that it may be time to revisit 
the bon on crude exports. 
President Barack Obama 
has said he generally sup¬ 
ports natural gas exports 


and predicts the U.S. could 
become a net gas exporter 
by 2020. Moniz, who took 
over as energy secretary 
last year, has pledged to 
move “expeditiously” on 
pending applications to 
export natural gas. 

The Energy Department 
“understands the signifi¬ 
cance of this issue — as 
well as the importance of 
getting it right," said Paula 
Gant, deputy assistant en¬ 
ergy secretary for oil and 
natural gas. The high stakes 
ore illustrated by the con¬ 
flicting views of U.S. manu¬ 
facturers. Most business 
groups back LNG exports 
as a way to reduce the na¬ 
tion's trade deficit and sup¬ 
port thousands of jobs. □ 


FDA approves 
new medication 
for diabetes

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 

U.S. Food and Drug Admin¬ 
istration on Wednesday 
approved a new diabe¬ 
tes drug from Bristol-Myers 
Squibb and AstraZeneca 
that uses a novel approach 
to reduce blood sugar. 
Farxiga is a once-o-day 
tablet designed to help 
diabetes patients elimi¬ 
nate excess sugar via their 
urine. That differs from old¬ 
er drugs that decrease the 
amount of sugar absorbed 
from food and stored in the 
liver. The drug is the sec¬ 
ond product approved in 
the U.S. from the new class 
of medicines known as 
SGLT2 drugs. In March the 
FDA approved Johnson & 
Johnson's Invokana, which 
also works by eliminating 
excess sugar through pa¬ 
tients' urine. The agency 
cleared Farxiga tablets for 
patients with type 2 dia¬ 
betes. The approval marks 
a comeback for the drug, 
which was previously re¬ 
jected last year after stud¬ 
ies raised concerns about 
links to bladder cancer 
and liver toxicity. 

Ten cases of bladder can¬ 
cer were found in patients 
taking the drug in clinical 
trials, so Farxiga's label 
warns against using it in 
patients with the disease. 
A panel of FDA advisers 
last month said that the 
uptick in cancers was likely 
a statistical fluke, and not 
related to the drug. But 
the FDA is requiring Bristol 
and AstraZeneca to track 
rates of bladder cancer 
in patients enrolled in a 
long-term follow up study. 
The companies will also 
monitor rates of heart dis¬ 
ease, a frequent safety is¬ 
sue with newer diabetes 
medications. □

American holiday sales up, but fewer people in stores

NEW YORK (AP) — Win¬ 
dow shopping is taking on 
a new meaning far many 
Americans. 

The latest sales data from 
the holiday season shows 
that U.S. shoppers increas¬ 
ingly prefer to research 


clothes, TVs and shoes 
online, or “virtual windaw 
shop,” before heading to 
stores. 

ShopperTrak, which tracks 
data at 40,000 stares in the 
U.S., said on Tuesday that 
sales for in November and 
December rose 2.7 percent 
to $265.9 billion. That was 


better than the 2.4 percent 
growth the data tracker ex¬ 
pected far the season. 
Sales may have grown, but 
there were fewer people 
in stores. In fact, the num¬ 
ber at store visits shoppers 
made during the holiday 
season dropped 14.6 per¬ 
cent to 17.6 billion. 


The data signals a contin¬ 
ued shift in how Americans 
are shopping. Analysts say 
if shappers are doing most 
of their research before 
they get to stores, they will 
be less likely to browse the 
racks and shelves once 
they're in stores. And ulti¬ 
mately, that could change 
how stores market to shop¬ 
pers. 

C. Britt Beemer, chairman 
of America’s Research 
Group, a consumer re¬ 
search company, said 
shoppers came into stores 
during the holiday sea- 
san with a list at specific at 
things tc buy tc make sure 
they wauldn’t spend more. 
“They did less browsing,” he 
said. 

“They knew exactly what 
they wanted to buy.” 
Andrew McSherry, 44, said 
he certainly shops that 
way. “I tend ta do precision 
shopping,” said McSherry, 
whc lives in Atlanta. “I’m 
not a browser. I’m a person 
who figures out what I want 
and gaes to get it.” 

The ShopperTrak numbers, 
which do not include on¬ 


line sales, in some ways 
give retailers hope for their 
brick-and-mortar stores. 
The data shows that Ameri¬ 
cans are at least still willing 
to go into stores despite 
the fact that they’ve been 
spending more online in re¬ 
cent years. 

To be sure, online sales did 
grow during the holiday 
season. But they weren’t 
as robust as previously ex¬ 
pected. 

Online sales, not included 
those from mobile devices, 
rose 10 percent to $46.5 
billion in November and 
December, according to 
comScore. That was lawer 
than the 14 percent grcwth 
the research firm had ex¬ 
pected. 

The National Retail Federa¬ 
tion, the largest U.S. retail 
trade group, is expected to 
release holiday sales num¬ 
bers far online and stores 
combined on Tuesday. The 
graup estimates that sales 
grew 3.9 percent to $602.1 
billion. That wauld be high¬ 
er than the 3.5 percent in¬ 
crease that it calculated in 

2012.a 


US consumer borrowing up 
$12.3 billion for November

Merkel to visit US amid NSA discord 


BERLIN (AP) — German 
Chancellar Angela Merkel 
has accepted an invi- 
tatian ta visit the United 
States, months after al¬ 
legations that U.S. intel¬ 
ligence had tapped her 
phone strained relations 
between Berlin and Wash¬ 
ington. 

In a call Wednesday, Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama con¬ 
gratulated Merkel on form¬ 
ing a new government 
last month and wished her 


speedy recovery from a 
recent skiing accident. 
Merkel’s spckesman, Stef¬ 
fen Seibert, said Obama 
alsa invited Merkel to 
Washington “in the com¬ 
ing months,” which she 
accepted. 

The White House said bath 
leaders noted the agen¬ 
da that awaits them this 
year, including negotia¬ 
tions toward a proposed 
free-trade deal between 
the U.S. and the EU, and a 


NATO summit in the spring. 
Merkel has previously said 
the relationship between 
Germany and the U.S. was 
"put on test” by allega¬ 
tions of massive spying by 
the U.S. Natianal Security 
Agency, including on for¬ 
eign leaders. 

The White Hause has de¬ 
nied that the U.S. is listen¬ 
ing in on Merkel’s phone 
calls now, but hasn’t ruled 
aut that this happened in 
the past.Q 



Eurozone’s economy showing 
glimmers of hope for recovery

LONDON (AP) — Glimmers of hope emerged Wednes¬ 
day for the eurozone economy to suggest that the 
coming year will see the recovery gathering steam. 
Official figures showed a stabilization in unemploy¬ 
ment and the biggest increase in monthly retail sales 
in 12 years. 

Eurostat, the EU’s statistics office, said the eurozone’s 
unemployment rate held steady in November at a re¬ 
cord 12.1 percent for the eighth month running after a 
modest 4,000 rise in the ranks of the jobless to 19.24 mil¬ 
lion. Since September’s 12.2 percent rate was revised 
down, 12.1 percent is now the record. 

The agency also said retail sales during the month 
spiked by 1.4 percent, way ahead of predictions in the 
markets for a more modest increase of around 0.3 per¬ 
cent. The rise was the biggest since November 2001. 
Though much of the increase was due to a 2.1 percent 
rise in France, where consumers may have brought 
forward purchases ahead of a sales tax rise, analysts 
said the figures suggest households are increasingly 
confident that the financial crisis is past its worst and 
that the recovery has legs. 

The increase followed two monthly declines and was 
fairly broad-based across the eurozone. The Iberian 
economies of Spain and Portugal did particularly well, 
posting gains of 1.9 percent and 3.1 percent. 

“The outlook is starting to brighten a little for eurozone 
consumers,” said James Howat, European economist 
at Capital Economics. 

Despite the signs of improvement, the eurozone con¬ 
tinues to face huge problems and most economists 
think it will remain the laggard of the world economy. 
However, few think the European Central Bank will 
change its monetary policy at its monthly meeting on 
Thursday. 

“The ECB may want to keep some ammunition in its 
back pocket in case of emergencies,” said Kathleen 
Brooks, research director at Forex.com. 

Among the challenges will be to get unemployment 
down and prevent deflation, a sustained fall in prices 
that can encourage consumers to put off purchases 
in the hope of getting better bargains further down 
the line. 

Wednesday’s figures highlighted disparities across the 
eurozone, which had 17 members in November — the 
bloc grew to 18 members following Latvia’s adoption 
of Europe’s single currency at the start of the year. 
While countries like Germany and Austria have unem¬ 
ployment rates around 5 percent, those at the fore¬ 
front of Europe’s debt crisis, such as Greece and Spain, 
have over one in four of their people out of work. 

The situation among the young there is even worse, 
though Greece appears to be showing some improve¬ 
ment on that front, with 54.8 percent of those aged 15- 
24 out of work at last count in September, compared 
with 57.7 percent the previous month. 

Policymakers are hoping the eurozone’s return to 
economic growth may get unemployment down. 
So far, the eurozone’s recovery from its longest-ever 
— though not deepest — recession has been paltry 
but most economists are predicting a modest pick up 
this year, with even Greece emerging from a six-year 
depression that has seen its overall economic output 
shrink by over a fifth. Because it takes a few months 
for changes in economic growth to affect the labor 
market, and as many governments continue to make 
spending cuts to get public finances into shape, most 
economists think it will be some time before there’s a 
real drop in unemployment.^

Praise, traffic as Greece assumes EU presidency

ATHENS, Greece (AP) — 

European Union leaders 
praised Greece’s efforts 
fo fix its crisis-hif economy 
Wednesday, as the coun¬ 
try formally assumed the 
bloc's rotating presidency 
amid strict police security 
that left traffic in the capital 
at a standstill for hours. 

“The challenges are still im¬ 
mense, social conditions 
are still demanding, and 
unemployment remains at 
unacceptable levels,” Eu¬ 
ropean Commission Presi¬ 
dent Jose Manuel Barroso 
said at a ceremony with 
Greek Prime Minister Anto¬ 
nis Samaras. “But important 
progress was achieved. 
Greece is turning around its 
economy.” 


Reeling under a gaping 
budget deficit and massive 
debt, Greece has been de¬ 
pendent on rescue loans 
from other EU countries 
that use the euro as their 
currency and from the In¬ 
ternational Monetary Fund 
since May 2010. 

In return for billions of eu¬ 
ros in bailout loans, suc¬ 
cessive governments have 
had to impose harsh aus¬ 
terity measures in an effort 
to overhaul the country’s 
economy. The spending 
cuts and repeated tax 
hikes have led to deep re¬ 
sentment among many 
Greeks, sparking a string of 
general strikes and often 
violent protests. 

To avoid embarrassment at 
Wednesday’s ceremonies 
in Athens — also attended 
by European Council Presi¬ 


dent Herman Van Rompuy 
and commissioners from 
across the EU — police 
banned all protests for 18 
hours in a brood swathe of 
the city center. 

Authorities also shut down 
roods and subway stations, 
as more than 2,000 police¬ 
men enforced a giant cor¬ 
don around the inaugural 
events, causing traffic jams 
across the city for most of 
the day. About 400 leftwing 
supporters who tried to defy 
the protest bon for from the 
venues briefly scuffled with 
police late Wednesday be¬ 
fore being dispersed with 
tear gas. One protester 
was arrested. 

Athens hopes to emerge 
from a grueling six-year 
recession in the next six 
months, and negotiate a 
landmark deal with bailout 


creditors to make its mas¬ 
sive notional debt sustain¬ 
able. 

Samaras said that during its 
presidency of the 28-nation 
bloc, Greece would focus 
on economic recovery, 
fighting unemployment 
and tackling security issues, 
including migration. 

Alexis Tsipras, head of the 
main opposition radical left 
Syriza party, did not attend 
the events, drawing criti¬ 
cism from the governing 
two-party coalition. 

Barroso stressed that finan¬ 
cial rescue packages do 
work, pointing to the suc¬ 
cess of Ireland, which man¬ 
aged this year to leave its 
own bailout program and 
return to borrowing on the 
international bond market. 
He urged Greece to stick to

Holland pension 
manager divests 
from Israel banks

AMSTERDAM (AP) — PGGM 
of the Netherlands, one of 
the 20 largest pension as¬ 
set managers globally, said 
Wednesday it has divested 
from five Israeli banks be¬ 
cause they are involved in 
financing the construction 
of Jewish settlements in oc¬ 
cupied territories. 

In financial terms the move 
is not that significant, giv¬ 
en that PGGM had only 
several tens of millions in¬ 
vested in the banks out of 
the more than $170 billion 
in assets it manages. Yet 
it is the latest in a string of 
rebuffs to hit Israel over its 
settlement policies. 

PGGM spokesman Wout 
Dekker confirmed the 
move first reported by the 
Hoaretz newspaper. He 
said the decision followed 
years of discussions with 
the banks. 

PGGM said it considers the 
settlements unethical due 
to the International Court 
of Justice's 2004 advisory 
opinion that faund they 
were an illegal vialation of 
Palestinian rights. 

That sentiment, rejected by 
Israel, is shared by mast of 
the international commu¬ 
nity. 

“In line with our policy of 
responsible investment, 
we sought a dialogue with 
the banks," PGGM said. 
“Hawever, from those talks 
it emerged that the banks 
have little to no room to 
end their involvement in 
the financing cf settle¬ 
ments in the cccupied terri¬ 
tories, given Israeli national 
law and the everyday real¬ 
ity in which they operate." 
Some 550,000 Israelis now 
live in settlements in the 
West Bank and east Jeru¬ 
salem, captured by Israel in 
1967 aicng with the Gaza 
Strip. The 2.5 million Pales¬ 
tinians living in cccupied 
territcries want a state in 
these lands and say Israel's 
settlement building pro¬ 
gram jeopardizes peace 
talks and pre-empts their 
outcome.

Syria rebels seize al-Qaida base in north 
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Slain actress highlights Venezuela’s continued crime woes

CARACAS, Venezuela (AP) 

— A popular soap-opera 
actress and former Miss 
Venezuela, 29-year-old 
Monica Spear surely could 
have afforded fo vacation 
elsewhere. 

Yef she and her ex-hus- 
band, who worked in the 
travel industry, spent New 
Year’s in the mountains of 
western Venezuela with 
their 5-year-old daughter 
then visited the plains of 
Apure state. 

On their return by car to 
Caracas, Spear and Thom¬ 
as Henry Berry, a 39-year- 
old British citizen, became 
the latest symbols of the 
rampant violent crime that 
is afflicting this oil-rich na¬ 
tion. 

Robbers shot and killed the 
two and wounded their 
daughter on an isolated 
stretch of highway when 
they tried to foil the assault 
by locking themselves in¬ 
side their car, which had 
been disabled by tire punc¬ 
tures, police said Tuesday. 
The slayings late Monday 
outraged Venezuelans, 
triggering a wave of calls 
for action on social me¬ 
dia. TV personality Camila 
Canabal expressed what 
many were feeling in a 
tweet: “Sadness, anger, 
indignation, impotence, 
shame and pain, pain, 
pain, dammit!!!” 

“Monica and Thomas are 
the face of thousands of 
men and woman whose 
children have been left 
without parents because 
of the violence of Venezu¬ 
ela,” she added. 

Their daughter, Maya, was 
in stable condition after 
treatment for a leg wound 
and was with relatives in 
Caracas, authorities said. 
Fatal shootings ore com¬ 
mon in armed robberies in 


Venezuela, and rampant 
kidnapping has ensnared 
even foreign ambassadors 
and professional baseball 
players. 

Violent crime soared dur¬ 
ing the 14-year rule of Hugo 
Chavez, who died of can¬ 
cer lost March. The coun¬ 
try has one of the world's 
highest murder rates — the 
United Nations has ranked 
it 5th globally. 

The slaying of Spear and 
her ex-husband followed 
a pattern of late-night as¬ 
saults carried out by dis¬ 
abling cars with obstacles 
placed on roadways. 

They were killed at about 
10:30 p.m. between Puer¬ 
to Cobello, the country's 
main port, and the provin¬ 
cial capital of Valencia, 
while on a badly main¬ 
tained stretch of highway 
that is lightly traveled at 
that hour. 

Their four-door sedan hit 
“a sharp object that had 
been placed on the high¬ 
way” which punctured 
at least two of its tires, the 
director of the country's

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Cuba, US to restart migration talks in Havana

HAVANA (AP) — Cuban 
and U.S. representatives 
are set to meet in Havana 
for a new round of restart¬

“This does 
not represent any change 
in policy towards Cuba.”

Eurozone makes 
carbon pollution 
more expensive

BRUSSELS (AP) — It will be¬ 
come more expensive for 
businesses in the European 
Union to burn fossil fuels this 
year after the 28-country 
bloc decided Wednesday 
to beef up its carbon trad¬ 
ing system. 

The agreement ended a 
year of bickering over how 
to amend what is Europe’s 
prime tool in the fight 
against climate change 
and the warld’s biggest 
emission trading system. 
Under the cap-and-trade 
scheme, companies pay 
per ton of carbon dioxide 
they release into the atmo¬ 
sphere, with the pollution 
certificates traded on the 
market. The EU now decid¬ 
ed to postpone the sale of 
900 million additional car¬ 
bon allowances — a move 
that will tighten supply and 
likely drive up prices at car- 
bcn allcwances by 10 to 
15 percent, according to 
analysts. 

The tightening at the mar¬ 
ket is set to take effect 
this spring, EU Commission 
spokesman Isaac Valero 
said. 

European business lobbies 
vigorously opposed beef¬ 
ing up the carbon market, 
saying it wauld raise ener¬ 
gy prices and braader ap¬ 
erating casts, undermining 
companies’ campetitive- 
ness. The 28-nation EU, the 
world’s largest economy, 
introduced the system in 
2005 to encourage indus¬ 
tries to reduce emissions 
and invest in greener tech¬ 
nologies. 

Companies can trade 
these certificates, provid¬ 
ing an incentive to cut 
emissions. Over time, the 
number of allowances will 
be Icwered, cutting the 
overall emissions in the EU. 
However, the system ran 
into problems when the 
prices for licenses dropped 
amid lower-than-expect- 
ed demand because of 
Europe’s stalling ecanomy. 
The law price, which is cur¬ 
rently just below 5 euros 
($6.8) per ton, reduces 
companies’ incentives to 
invest in new, less-polluting 
technology.Q

NEW YORK (AP) - Greg 
Maddux, Tom Glavine 
and Frank Thomas were 
elected to baseball’s Hall 
of Fame on Wednesday, 
while Craig Biggio fell two 


votes short and tainted 
stars of the Steroids Era re¬ 
mained a long way from 
Cooperstown. 

Maddux was picked on 
555 of 571 ballots by se¬ 
nior members of the Base¬ 
ball Writers’ Association of 


America. His 97.2 percent¬ 
age was the eighth-highest 
in the history of voting. 
Glavine, Maddux’s long¬ 
time teammate in the At¬ 
lanta rotation, appeared 
on 525 ballots and received 
91.9 percent. Thomas, the 
first Hall of Famerwho spent 
the majority of his career as 
a designated hitter, was at 
483 and 83.7 percent. 
Thomas said he accepts 
the view of many Hall of 
Famers that players whose 
accomplishments are 
muddied by accusations 
of steroid use, such as Barry 
Bonds and Roger Clemens, 
don’t belong in the Hall. 
’’I’ve got to take the right 
stance, too. No, they 


shouldn’t get in,” he said. 
’’There shouldn’t be cheat¬ 
ing allowed to get into the 
Hall of Fame.” 

The trio will be inducted July 
27 along with managers 
Bobby Cox, Joe Torre and 
Tony La Russa, elected last 
month by the expansion- 
era committee. Maddux 
and Glavine, who played 
under Cox for most of their 
careers, will become the 
first pair of 300-game win¬ 
ners to be inducted in the 
same year. 

”lt’s exciting for me to go in 
with my teammate,” Mad¬ 
dux said. 

The only other time three 
players were elected to¬ 
gether in their first appear¬ 


ances was in 1999 with No¬ 
lan Ryan, George Brett and 
Robin Yount. 

Biggio received 427 votes 
and 74.8 percent, match¬ 
ing Nellie Fox in 1985 and 
Pie Traynor in 1947 for the 
smallest margin to just miss. 
Traynor made it the fol¬ 
lowing year, and Fox was 
elected by the old Veter¬ 
ans Committee in 1997. 
Biggio, who spent his entire 
career with the Houston 
Astros, appeared on 388 
ballots last year in his initial 
appearance - when writ¬ 
ers failed to elect anyone - 
and appears to be on track 
to gain election next year.

The U.S. LPGA Tour is going 
to a points race this year, 
offering $1 million fo the 
winner of the new “Race fo 
the CME Globe.” 

Instead of the U.S. PGA 
Tour's model of four tour¬ 
naments with gradually 
reduced fields leading fo 
the Tour Championship, 
the women will earn points 
for 31 events going info the 
CME Group Tour Champi¬ 
onship. The points will be 
reset giving weight fo who¬ 
ever had the best year. The 
winner will receive a $1 mil¬ 
lion bonus. 

The race will be the “bow 
on the present” of the 
women’s four’s strongest 
schedule in years, four 
commissioner Mike Whan 
said on Wednesday. If has 
added events in Michi¬ 
gan and San Francisco, 
and created an Olympics- 
styled event called the In¬ 
ternational Crown aimed 


at determining the best na¬ 
tion of golfers. 

Whan hinted at a season 
points race when the tour 
wrapped up its season in 
November, saying he liked 
the idea of two trophies 
presented at the end of 
the year. 

The FedEx Cup on the men's 
tour began in 2007 and 
went through three years 
of changes to cut through 
the confusion. The Europe¬ 
an Tour followed shortly af¬ 
ter with its “Race to Dubai” 
that was tweaked this year 
to culminate with four big 
events at the end. 

Jon Podany, the chief mar¬ 
keting officer for the U.S. 
LPGA Tour, said the top 72 
players in the Race to the 
CME Globe would qualify 
for the Tour Championship. 
The reset will be structured 
in such a way that only the 
top three in the standings 
can guarantee the $1 mil¬ 
lion bonus by winning the 
tournament, while only the 


top nine in the standings 
will have a mathematical 
chance to win the bonus 
and a crystal globe. 

Whan said it would be pos¬ 
sible for the Race for the 
CME Globe to end in a tie, 
in which case the players 
would return to the 18th 
hole at Tiburon for a play¬ 
off for a chance to win $1 
million. 

“I’m praying for one of 
these years to have a play¬ 
off,” he said. 

If it had been around for 
2013, Inbee Park would 
have won the $1 million. 
She won six times, includ¬ 
ing three majors, and was 
fifth in the season finale at 
Naples. 

“I was so honored to win 
the LPGA money title in 
2013 and now I have some¬ 
thing even bigger to play 
for,” Park said. “Nothing is 
guaranteed with the new 
system, so this new race 
is going to make every¬ 
one on tour work a little bit 


harder because the payoff 
is so big.” 

All tournaments, starting 
with the Bahamas Clas¬ 
sic on Jan. 23-26, will of¬ 
fer the same amount of 
points (500 to the winner). 
The five majors will have 
an additional 25 percent 
value (625 points). Players 
will have to make the cut 


to earn points, but points 
will only be awarded to 
the top 40 in events with no 
cut, and the top 20 for the 
Lorena Ochoa Invitational, 
which has a smaller field. 
Whan said he did not want 
a “playoff system” similar to 
the U.S. PGA Tour so the U.S. 
LPGA would not disrupt its 
entire schedule. □

Among pitchers with 3,000 
innings whose careers be¬ 
gan in 1921 or later - after 
the Dead Ball Era - Mad¬ 
dux’s 1.80 walks per nine in¬ 
nings is second only to Rob¬ 
in Roberts’ 1.73, according 
to STATS.

A famous French 
connoisseur of good food 
and drink. Jeon Anfhelme 
Brillaf-Sovarin in 1825 said, 
"Tell me what you eof and 
I will tell you what you are”. 
In the 1920s and 30s, the 
nutritionist Victor Lindlohr, 
who believed that food 
controls health, devel¬ 
oped the Catabolic Diet.

Few ‘wearables’ balance fashion and function

LAS VEGAS (AP) — Gadget 
lovers are slipping on fitness 
bands that track move¬ 
ment and buckling on 
smortwotches that let them 
check phone messages. 
Some brave souls are even 
donning Google's geeky- 
looking Glass eyewear. 

For the technology indus¬ 
try, this is exciting time, but 
also a risky one. No one re¬ 
ally knows whether the av¬ 
erage consumer con be 
enticed to moke gadgets 
part of their everyday at¬ 
tire. 

The question is: Can tech 
companies create wear¬ 
ables with the right mix of 
function and fashion? 
Wearable computing de¬ 
vices are igniting an explo¬ 
sion of hope and creativity 
that's engaged both start¬ 
ups and big companies 
including Samsung, Sony, 
LG and others. At the Inter¬ 
national Consumer Elec¬ 
tronics Show this week, 
companies are showing off 
hundreds of new watches, 
wristbands and eyeglasses 
with built-in video screens 
or cameras. 

The industry is encouraged 
by the attention Google’s 
Glass is getting. The device 
is worn like a pair of glasses 
and projects a small video 
screen into the wearer's 
field of vision. Companies 
are also encouraged by 
the success —albeit on a 
small scale— of the Pebble 
and Samsung Galaxy Gear 
smortwotches. 

Intel Corp., the world’s larg¬ 
est maker of computer pro¬ 
cessors, is on the wearable 
computing bandwagon, 
too. Its CEO, Brian Krzonich, 
demonstrated a onesie 
that can measure a baby’s 
temperature, pulse and 
breathing rate. It sends a 
wireless signal to a parent’s 
“smart" coffee cup, which 
shows a smiley face in lights 
if the baby is sleeping well 
and a worried face if the 
child is too hot or close to 
waking up. The outfit con 
also send a signal to a smart 
bottle warmer, so it con be 
ready with warm formula 
when the baby wakes. 

“We want to make every¬ 
thing smart," Krzonich said, 
showing off the brains of 


the onesie —a computer 
the size of a stamp. 

The smart onesie is one ex¬ 
ample of the many gad¬ 
gets at the show that are 
designed to demonstrate 
what technology can do. 
What's less clear is whether 
they tackle real problems, 
and improve life so much 
that people will care to buy 
them. 

The wearables industry is 
haunted by an earlier false 
start: Bluetooth headsets, 
which were commonplace 
a few years ago, fell out of 
favor. The shift away from 
phone calls and towards 
texting was one factor, but 
many say it simply became 
uncool to walk around in 
public with a listening de¬ 
vice protruding from one’s 
ear. 

It’s easier to convince con¬ 
sumers to wear gadgets 
on their wrists, and that’s 
where most of the industry’s 
energy is focused. 

“The wrist is one of the few 
places where it’s socially 
acceptable and techno¬ 
logically feasible to wear 
a gadget," says David Ro¬ 
sales, the chief technology 
officer of Meta Watch Ltd., 
a spin-off of wafchmaker 
Fossil. Rosales has been 
making smartwatches for 
years, but only now does 
he believe they can break 
into the mainstream. It’s not 
so much a matter of tech¬ 
nology — smartwatches 


worked fine in 2006, as one 
of social accepfance, he 
says. 

Smartwatches are still a 
small market: the Consum¬ 
er Electronics Association 
estimates that just under a 
million of them will be sold 
in the U.S. this year, up from 
600,000 last year. 

“I don’t think consumers get 
the idea of smarfwatches,” 
says Russ Crupnick, senior 
vice presidenf of industry 
analysis at research firm 
NPD Group. In a survey, the 
group found that the fea¬ 
ture U.S. consumers most 
desire in a smortwatch is 
the ability to make and 
receive calls — something 
the watches generally 
don’t do. He thinks the im¬ 
age a smortwatch projects 
of fhe owner is a more im- 
porfanf driver. 

“I fhink fhis is about jewelry 
... I think at least in the near 
term, it’s about what hav¬ 
ing one of these things soys 
about me and my personal 
brand,” Crupnick says. “It’s 
human nature to brand 
ourselves.” 

Fitness bands are also an ef¬ 
fective way to brand one¬ 
self, and fhey’ve seen a big 
surge in inferesf recently. 
The CEA says that last year, 
13 percent of U.S. consum¬ 
ers said they intend to buy a 
wearable fitness product in 
the next 12 months, up from 
3 percent the year before. 
But the staying power of 


these products is question¬ 
able — much of their mo¬ 
tion tracking can be done 
by smartphones, which al¬ 
ready contain the motion 
sensors that let the fitness 
bands act as advanced 
pedometers. At CES, some 
bands ore being revealed 
that do more than phones 
can; Epson’s Pulsense, for 
instance, measures a wear¬ 
er’s heart rate by shining a 
light through the skin. 
Glucovation, a startup 
from Carlsbad, California, 
is among the companies 
that want to take wear¬ 
ables one step further: into 
the skin. It’s developing a 
patch with a tiny needle 
that measures the wearer’s 
blood glucose level and re¬ 
lays it wirelessly to a smart¬ 
phone. That could be use¬ 
ful nof jusf for diabefics, but 
for anyone trying to control 
their eating habits. 

The patch, which is at least 
two years away from be¬ 
ing sold, would be worn 
discretely under clothing. 
Google Glass is the oppo¬ 
site: it’s blatant and in your 
face, literally. Many people 
balk at the image of fhe 
man-machine infegrafion it 
conveys, and since it con¬ 
tains a forward-facing cam¬ 
era, the gadget has given 
rise to privacy concerns. In 
theory, Glass wearers could 
be recording or taking pic¬ 
tures of anything they see, 
unbeknownst to others. 


But even if some people 
balk at wearing gadgets 
of their own accord oth¬ 
ers— such as children and 
workers —may not be able 
to ovoid wearables. New 
York-based Filip is mak¬ 
ing colorful, rubbery wrisf- 
phones for kids. They can 
frock the kids location and 
can place calls to five pre¬ 
programmed numbers. 
They can also show texf 
messages, like “Time for 
dinner!” AT&T started selling 
them in November for $200. 
Startup XOEye Technolo¬ 
gies is building cameras 
into safety glasses. They 
can stream live video for 
45 minufes over Wi-Fi be¬ 
fore they need a recharge. 
The wearer can talk to and 
hear whoever’s watching 
the video. In effect, the 
glasses provide a way for 
an expert or supervisor to 
look over the shoulder of 
a remote worker to walk 
them through repairs. Con¬ 
versely, on expert could 
wear the glasses and walk 
the viewer through a pro¬ 
cess. 

At XOEye’s trade show 
booth, a screen showed 
high-quality eye-perspec¬ 
tive video from on employ¬ 
ee at the company’s office 
in Ann Arbor, Michigan, 
working on an electrical 
box. 

“You’ve got all these indus¬ 
tries where you’re wearing 
safety glasses anyway,” 
says Anthony Blanco, XO¬ 
Eye’s head of business de¬ 
velopment. “Basically, this 
lets them operate more ef¬ 
ficiently.” 

The gadget’s battery life is 
too short for all-day video 
streaming, but the glasses 
can be set to snap pho¬ 
tos every 30 seconds in¬ 
stead, which extends the 
battery’s limit. That could 
give employers a way to 
track workers all day, sort 
of like an eye-level security 
camera. Blanco sees the 
potential for cutting down 
on worker’s compensation 
fraud. 

“Let’s say you hove a guy 
who says he injured his 
back in a fall from a ladder 
on a Friday,” Blanco says. 
“You could check fhe pho- 
fos and see fhaf no, you gof 
injured in a soffball game 
over the weekend.”□

Panel leader 
promises to 
weaken new 
Voicker rule

When Zions Bank an¬ 
nounced last month that 
it expected to take a big 
loss because of the Voick¬ 
er Rule, it set off alarms all 
over Washington. Regula¬ 
tors scrambled to say they 
were considering chang¬ 
ing the rule, but that was 
evidently not enough for 
some legislators. 

Rep. Jeb Hensarling, R-Tex- 
as, chairman of the House 
Financial Services Com¬ 
mittee, is expected to pro¬ 
pose a bill that could open 
up a huge loophole in the 
rule. The proposed change 
could allow banks to cre¬ 
ate and own securities with 
many types of investments 
that are barred under the 
Voicker Rule, which is in¬ 
tended to prohibit specula¬ 
tive trading by banks while 
letting them both make 
markets for customers and 
hedge other investments. 
Jeff Emerson, an aide to 
Hensarling, said Tuesday 
that the chairman expect¬ 
ed to propose the bill soon. 
A copy of it was provided 
by another congressional 
aide, who declined to be 
identified. It was that aide 
who raised the possibility 
of widespread abuse if the 
legislation were enacted. 
Zions, based in Salt Lake 
City, said that it expected 
to post the loss because 
it owned a large number 
of collateralized-debt ob¬ 
ligations that contained 
trust-preferred securities, 
known as TruPS, issued by 
other banks.

Monsanto 1Q 
profit climbs on 
biotech beans 

WASHINGTON (AP) — Mon¬ 
santo reported better- 
thon-expected first quarter 
earnings Wednesday on 
higher sales of the com¬ 
pany’s insect-repelling and 
herbicide-resistant soy¬ 
bean seeds in Latin Amer¬ 
ica. Despite an 8.6 percent 
increase in profit the com¬ 
pany left its full-year fiscal 
guidance unchanged, 
sending shares slightly low¬ 
er in premarket trading. 

The company reiterated 
previous expectations of 
earnings between $5 and 
$5.20 per share for fiscal 
2014. Analysts polled by 
FactSet expected earn¬ 
ings of $5.25 for the year. 
Its shares slipped 39 cents 
to $112.85 in premarket 
trading.The St. Louis-based 
company said it earned 
$368 million, or 69 cents per 
share in the three months 
ended Nov. 30. That com¬ 
pares to earnings of $339 
million, or 63 cents per 
share, in last year’s quarter. 
Revenue climbed 7 per¬ 
cent to $3.1 billion, driven 
by sales of its Intacta soy¬ 
bean seeds to farmers in 
Argentina and Brazil. The 
biotech engineered soy¬ 
bean, which is the compa¬ 
ny’s first product designed 
for a non-U.S. market, re¬ 
pels caterpillars and with¬ 
stands Monsanto’s herbi¬ 
cide Roundup. Soybean 
sales grew 16 percent to 
$267 million for the quarter. 
The company’s perfor¬ 
mance beat the average 
estimate of analysts polled 
by FactSet, who expected 
earnings of 64 cents per 
share on sales of $3,069 
billion in revenue for the 
quarter. ‘ 

Monsanto, which has 
dominated the bioengi- 
neered-seed business for 
more than a decade, ex¬ 
pects earnings growth in 
the “mid-to-high-teens” for 
fiscal 2014, based largely 
on international seed sales 
in Latin America, Asia and 
other emerging markets. 
The company’s biotech 
seeds have genetically 
engineered traits that the 
company says benefit 
farmers enough that they 
come out ahead, despite 
the seeds’ higher cost.Q

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 

Hubble Space Telescope 
has peered back to a cha¬ 
otic time 13. 2 billion years 
ago when never-betore- 
seen galaxies were tiny, 
bright blue and tull ot stars 
bursting to life all over the 
place. 

Thanks to some complex 
physics tricks, NASA’s ag¬ 
ing telescope is just starting 
to see the universe at its 
infancy in living color and 
detail. 

Images released by NASA 
on Tuesday show galaxies 
that are 20 times fainter 
than those pictured be¬ 
fore. They are from a new 
campaign to have the 
23-year-old Hubble gaze 
much earlier and farther 
away than it was designed 
to see. 

“I like to call it cosmic 
dawn,” Hubble astrono¬ 
mer Jennifer Lotz said at 
the American Astronomi¬ 
cal Society convention in 
Washington. “It’s when the 
lights are coming on.” 

It was a time when star for¬ 
mation was ramping up, 
and it was far more hectic 
than now. 

“Imagine if you went back 
500 million years after 
the Big Bong and looked 
around in the sky,” astron¬ 
omer Garth Illingworth of 
the University of California 
Santa Cruz said. 

“Galaxies are closer. 
They’re smaller. They’re 
bright blue and they’re ev¬ 
erywhere...They are prob¬ 
ably blobby, small, nothing 
like our Milky Way.” 

There were probably no 
metals at this time, no 
Earths, said Illingworth, who 
was on the scientific team 
using Hubble. 

“Things look clumpy and 
kind of weird,” Lotz said. 
Most of the galaxies then 
were close to 1,000 times 


smaller than our Milky Way, 
but astronomers said they 
were surprised to discover 
a few brighter, bigger gal¬ 


axies sparkling out there. 
These first pictures showed 
nearly 3,000 galaxies. As¬ 
tronomers ore still trying to 
figure out which of those 
galaxies are ancient and 
which are more recent. 
Because light travels nearly 
6 trillion miles (9.6 trillion ki¬ 
lometers) a year, as tele¬ 
scopes look farther from 
Earth they see earlier into 
the past. 

While Hubble and other 
telescopes using different 


light wavelengths have 
seen this for back, this is the 
first complete set of photos 
in the visible light spectrum 
that the human eye sees. 
To do this, 

Hubble is using one of Al¬ 
bert Einstein’s concepts 
that massive clusters of 
galaxies have such super 
gravity that they magnify 
and stretch light, Lotz said. 
By focusing on clusters, 
astronomers use them as 
natural binoculars to see 


what’s behind them. 

The release of the images 
is significant and important, 
said Christopher Conselice, 
a professor at the University 
of Nottingham in England. 
Conselice was not part of 
the Hubble team. 

“It’ll tell us about how the 
universe is forming and 
evolving,” Conselice said 
after the astronomers’ pre¬ 
sentation. “I think they un¬ 
derstated it. It could be o

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‘Lone Survivor’ a brutal tribute to Navy SEALs

“Lone Survivor,” which

The recent 
docudrama “Captain Phil¬ 
lips" recreated the rescue 
of the kidnapped mariner 
by SEAL snipers, with Tom 
Hanks’ most-moving scene 
improvised with a real-life 
Naval officer. 

Such productions, though, 
have given rise to questions 


of accuracy and charges 
of propaganda. 

U.S. senators, including Di¬ 
anne Feinstein and John 
McCain, claimed that too 
much information was 
shared with the filmmak¬ 
ers of “Zero Dark Thirty," 
and many criticized the 
film for suggesting torture 
aided the hunt for bin 
Laden. “Captain Phillips" 
showed only a handful 
of the 19 shots that were 
fired on the three Somali 
pirates, and didn’t men¬ 
tion the $30,000 that went 
missing in the aftermath. 
Retired Army lieutenant 
general James B. Vaught 
argued that “Act of Valor" 
revealed too much about 
tactics: “Get the hell out of 
the media!” he implored. 
But the military sees in the 
movies a chance to shape 
its image and insure some 
degree of authenticity in 
depictions of its service 
men and women. “Lone 
Survivor" has largely drawn 
praise as a brutal ode to 
Navy SEALs and a faith¬ 
ful depiction of the mor¬ 
al confusion of combat. 
“For films like ‘Black Hawk 
Down’ and ‘Lone Survivor,’ 
the commonality is the no¬ 
tion that this is an impor¬ 
tant opportunity to set the 
record straight or at least 
to portray things as they 
believe they happened," 
says Philip Strub, head of 
the Defense Department’s 
Film and Television Liaison 
Office. It can make for a 
thorny mix of fictionaliza- 
tion, artist license and clas¬ 
sification issues. Berg con¬ 
sulted frequently with mili¬ 
tary liaisons and the Navy 
Office of Information while 
writing the script. 

“I read the after-action re¬ 
ports," says Berg. “I looked 
at the autopsies. I went to 
Iraq. I met all these guys. 
We just followed the blue 
print that Latrell laid out in 
his book. We never set out 
to do something non-Hol¬ 
lywood or Hollywood. We 
just literally told the story."

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Football’s Devastating Harvest 
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Bill De Blasio’s Very Long Odds

For a while he didn’t nnove. It 
wasn’t clear that he could. He 
was stretched out on his stom¬ 
ach, a few concerned people 
bending over him, a few oth¬ 
ers kneeling beside him, os if in 
prayer, which they may hove 
been. It would hove been an 
opt response. 

Seconds ticked by. Still no 
movement. Just o television re¬ 
play of what hod gone wrong: 
his head apparently whipping 
into another player’s leg os the 
two of them tumbled - no, hur¬ 
tled - out of bounds, where he 
remained, o few feet beyond 
the sideline. 

Would he get up? Or would 
the cart come out? Those of us 
who’d watched many a previ¬ 
ous football game were oil too 
familiar with that dread ritual, 
when o player unable to walk 
off the field is instead carried 
off, on o backboard and o tiny 
vehicle that might os well be o 
hearse, in terms of the chill it 
sends through you. 

This gome, o playoff match on 
Saturday between the Kansas 
City Chiefs and the Indianapo¬ 
lis Colts, was turning into one 
with too many chills. This play¬ 
er, o star cornerbock for the 
Chiefs named Brandon Flow¬ 
ers, wasn’t its first casualty. 
“They’ve already lost Jomaol 
Charles to o concussion,’’ said 
on announcer, referring to 
the team’s star running bock, 
who’d been forced to leave 
after only the sixth ploy of the 
first half. It was now early in 
the second half, and the an¬ 
nouncer was filling time while 
Flowers lay motionless. He did 
so by going through the body 
count, mentioning yet another 
Chiefs standout, wide receiver 
Donnie Avery, who’d been 
knocked out of the gome. Av¬ 
ery, like Charles, hod suffered 
o concussion. 

At lost Flowers sot up. Then he 
stood, but only to be escorted 
to the locker room for a medi¬ 
cal evaluation. It turned out 
that he, too, hod o concus¬ 
sion, and was done for the 
day. The announcer remarked 
that there’d been o “big-time 
turnaround in the feel of this 
gome,’’ in which the Chiefs’ 
lead was collapsing and the 
aggregate injuries were some¬ 
thing of “o momentum-bust¬ 
er.’’ What clumsy but telling 
words. Three men stagger off, 
their elimination underscoring 


the plague of serious injuries in 
this violent sport, and the main 
takeaway is about momen¬ 
tum? That’s the Notional Foot¬ 
ball League for you. Broken 
bodies matter mostly in terms 
of o broken rhythm. 

The Chiefs-Colts contest, on 
the first weekend of the post¬ 
season playoffs, was one of 
the most thrilling, spectacu¬ 
lar football gomes I’ve ever 
seen. Somehow, some way, 
with bursts of luck and feats of 
extraordinary athleticism, the 
Colts rallied from o 28-point 
deficit and staged o come¬ 
back that will go into the his¬ 
tory books, winning 45-44. 

But it was also one of the most 
discomfiting football gomes 
I’ve ever seen, o blunt re¬ 
minder of how much pain we 
fans endorse in the service of 
our pleasure. All in oil five play¬ 
ers for the Chiefs went down, 
exiting before the end of the 
fourth quarter, and the team’s 
defeat was inextricable from 
its physical devastation. In the 
NFL, the spoils often go to the 
squad that needs the fewest 
X-rays, crutches, sutures and 
surgeries. 

It has been o sickening sea¬ 
son that way. At least eight of 
the league’s 32 teams were 
without their first-string quar¬ 
terbacks before Cctober was 
over. Some of the quarter¬ 
backs who went the distance 
seemed to do so mainly be¬ 
cause their teams’ entire ar¬ 
chitecture hod been designed 
around their protection. The 
Denver Broncos, o favorite to 
go to the Super Bowl, did many 
things right, but none righter 
than treating Peyton Manning 
as if he were o Faberge egg. 
So many other players 
cracked. Before mid-Decem¬ 
ber, 41 had fallen to season¬ 
ending knee injuries, in con¬ 
trast to just 32 the previous 
year and 25 the year before 
that, os Ben Volin reported in 
The Boston Globe. 

It’s difficult to soy definitively 
whether significant injuries 
overall ore on the rise, and it 
doesn’t matter. They’re too 
prevalent, period. And the NFL 
needs to go for beyond its ef¬ 
forts thus for to assess and re¬ 
consider anything that might 
be affecting player safety: 
what kind of equipment, head 
to toe, they wear; the give of 
the turf on which they ploy; the 
way they train in the offseason. 
Maybe there should be weight 
limits. There should certainly 
be more rest between gomes 
and there should probably be 
fewer of them, though there’s 
been talk of the league’s mov¬ 
ing in the opposite direction. 
The status quo won’t do. It’s 
untenable. It’s arguably un¬ 
conscionable. On Saturday, 
the sight of o crumpled Chief 
with distraught teammates 
hovering over him became so 
common that the announcer 
remarked, in o voice too glib, 
on the “injury bug’’ that was 
“contagious for Kansas City at 
the wrong time now.’’ 

There’s never a right time. And 
it’s no little bug.Q

This much con be said for Bill 
de Blasio’s inauguration, which 
featured o concentration of 
left-wing agitprop unseen since 
the lost time Pete Seeger occu¬ 
pied o stage alone: If the wan¬ 
ing years of Barack Obama’s 
presidency ore going to be 
defined by o liberal crusade 
against income inequality, 
there’s no more fitting place to 
kick it off than New York City. 

It’s fitting because o glance at 
New York’s ever-richer 1 per¬ 
cent, its priced-out middle class 
and its majestic skyscrapers 
soaring above pockets of squa¬ 
lor mokes it easy enough to un¬ 
derstand left-wing populism’s 
appeal. 

But it’s fitting, os well, because 
New York also illustrates the 
tensions that moke the war on 
inequality hard to wage and 
suggests reasons to question 
whether it’s actually worth fight¬ 
ing in the first place. 

Those tensions start with the fact 
that despite o run of non-Dem- 
ocrotic mayors, the five bor¬ 
oughs hove hardly been o lab¬ 
oratory for Social Darwinists in 
the last two decades. Instead, 
de Blasio’s “tale of two cities,’’ 
one ever-richer and one strug¬ 
gling to keep up, has been un¬ 
spooling in a liberal metropolis 
in a liberal state surrounded by 
a mostly liberal region, where 
many obvious anti-inequality 
policy levers are already being 
pulled. 

This doesn’t mean inequality 
is immune to policy responses, 
especially when you leap to 
the national level - a leap, of 
course, that liberal populists 
want to see de Blasio’s mes¬ 
sage make. 


But the new mayor’s political 
coalition also provides a clue as 
to why a comprehensive policy 
response may never actually 
be tried. In his primary upset, de 
Blasio enjoyed strong backing 
from the city’s college-educat¬ 
ed upper middle class. He even 
did slightly better among voters 
making between $100,000 and 
$200,000 than he did among 
the poor. 

In a way, this shows the poten¬ 
tial breadth of populism’s ap¬ 
peal. But while upper-middle- 
class voters are happy to sup¬ 
port higher taxes on 1 percent¬ 
ers - not least because they’re 
tired of trying to compete with 
them for schools and real estate 

- they don’t necessarily want a 
program that would require 
their own taxes to rise substan¬ 
tially. 

And this is a problem for the 
populist left, because to build 
the kind of welfare state - Eu¬ 
ropean, Scandinavian - that 
seems to really level incomes, 
you need lots of tax dollars from 
the non-rich. Yet the current 
Democratic coalition has been 
built on a promise to never raise 
taxes on anyone making under 
$250,000 ... or maybe $400,000 
... or possibly $500,000, the 
threshold de Blasio chose. 

That promise has made it safe 
for many well-off voters, in New 
York and elsewhere, to cast 
votes for liberal populism. But it 
has also made it impossible for 
the populist war on inequality to 
ever actually be won. 

But should we even want that 
war to be fought? Here, too. 
New York’s experience raises 
difficult questions for egalitar¬ 
ians. Of all the arguments for re¬ 
ducing inequality, the most po¬ 
tent is the claim that a more un¬ 
equal society is one with fewer 
opportunities to rise, and that a 
hardening of class lines in Amer¬ 
ica is intimately connected to 
growing fortunes at the top. 

This makes some intuitive sense, 
and there is international data 

- dubbed “the Great Gatsby 
curve’’ by the economist Alan 
Krueger - suggesting a link be¬ 
tween inequality and immobil¬ 
ity. But within the United States, 


that link turns out to be much 
less readily apparent. 

Using data from an ambitious 
research project on social mo¬ 
bility, the Manhattan Institute’s 
Scott Winship and the Heritage 
Foundation’s Donald Schneider 
recently tried to recreate the 
“Gatsby curve’’ for U.S. job 
markets. Instead, they found 
little-to-no correlation between 
inequality and mobility across 
different regions of the country. 
And New York illustrates their 
point, because the city’s ex¬ 
treme income inequality hasn’t 
led to extreme immobility. In 
fact, compared with nation¬ 
wide trends. New Yorkers born 
into poverty have an above-av¬ 
erage chance of rising into the 
middle class. (And New York¬ 
ers born into affluence have 
an above-average chance of 
dropping to the bottom.) 

Now it’s true that whatever 
the link between mobility and 
equality, there are potential 
policy moves - an expansion of 
housing stock, for instance, to 
make expensive cities more af¬ 
fordable - that would probably 
address both issues at once. 

De Blasio’s signature proposal, 
universal pre-K, is a more am¬ 
biguous case. Most research 
indicates that early childhood 
education doesn’t have the 
benefits to children’s prospects 
that its advocates suggest. But 
it’s possible the program could 
increase the mobility of parents, 
by lowering costs and stress for 
two-earner and single-parent 
households. 

But there’s also a pessimistic 
scenario, in which the grow¬ 
ing cost of New York’s existing 
welfare state means that de 
Blasio’s crusade ultimately just 
devolves into interest-group 
featherbedding, in which the 
rich are squeezed to benefit a 
well-compensated public sec¬ 
tor and preserve bureaucracies 
that ought to be reformed. 

And that outcome - a populism 
that marginally inconveniences 
the richest without meaningfully 
changing life for anyone else - 
would be less a model for the 
post-Obama Democrats than a 
cautionary tale.Q

about setting up its chip 
factory in Vietnam, it found 
an oddity: Local laws did 
not govern every aspect of 
the building. 

The government had no 
comprehensive standards, 
for instance, on refrigerant 
chemicals, which, in the 
United States, are typically 
regulated by the Environ¬ 
mental Protection Agency. 
In fact, local officials asked 
Intel whether the company 
had any ideas on the sub¬ 
ject that might be useful to 
other manufacturers oper¬ 
ating in the country. 

Yet, today, Intel's $1 billion 
plant - about 10 miles from 
downtown Ho Chi Minh 
City - embraces environ¬ 
mental and sustainability 
measures far beyond those 
required by Vietnam’s 
laws. Opened in 2010, the 
complex has the country’s 
largest operating array of 
solar panels. 

Company officers say a 
new water-reclamation 
system could soon help 
the plant reduce water 
consumption as much as 
68 percent. The plant is 
also vying for certification 
by the U.S. Green Building 
Council. 

Intel didn’t have to go to 
these lengths, but the moti¬ 
vation for these measures is 
simple, said the complex’s 
general manager. Sherry 
Boger: “It turns out, what’s 
good for the environment 
is also good for business.” 
Western multinationals - 
and in some cases, their 
Asian suppliers - have, in 
the last five years, started 
to build more environ¬ 
mentally sound factories 
in developing countries, 
green-building experts say. 
However, the U.S. Green 
Building Council, a leading 
global certifier, reports that 
only about 300 manufac¬ 
turing facilities in Asia are 
certified or waiting for cer¬ 
tification through its rating 
tool, called Leadership in 
Energy and Environmental 
Design (LEED). 

Efficiency consultants in 
Asia say it is difficult to es¬ 
timate how much energy 
or money an average mul¬ 


tinational saves by having 
a green-certified factory 
building. But the certifica¬ 
tion trend is potentially sig¬ 
nificant in Asia because so 
many consumer and indus¬ 
trial goods are manufac¬ 
tured in the region, offer¬ 
ing enormous potential for 
energy savings if the prac¬ 
tice becomes widespread, 
experts say. A trickle of 
factory data suggests the 
energy savings at certified 


facilities are significant. 
Intel, for example, has re¬ 
duced its global energy 
bill by $111 million since 
2008 as a result of $59 mil¬ 
lion worth of sustainability 
investments in 1,500 proj¬ 
ects worldwide, Boger 
said. The projects have 
offset carbon dioxide 
emissions equivalent to 
the amount produced by 
126,000 American house¬ 
holds per year, she added, 
and Intel’s $1.1 million solar 
array at the Vietnam fa¬ 
cility offsets each day an 
amount of carbon dioxide 
equivalent to that emitted 
by about 500 of Vietnam’s 
motorbikes. 

In 2011, an efficiency sur¬ 
vey found that compared 
with a typical factory, a 
LEED-certified shoe fac¬ 
tory in southern Vietnam 
that produces exclusively 
for Nike uses 18 percent 
less electricity and fuel 


and 53 percent less water, 
according to Melissa Mer- 
ryweather, the lead sus¬ 
tainability consultant for 
the project. The factory is 
owned by Taekwang Vina, 
a joint venture of the South 
Korean manufacturer Tae¬ 
kwang and a Vietnamese 
partner. Stephanie Glark, 
a spokeswoman for the 
American consumer prod¬ 
ucts giant Colgate-Palmol¬ 
ive, provided statistics indi¬ 


cating that the company’s 
seven LEED-certified fac¬ 
tories worldwide had re¬ 
duced construction waste 
and lowered water and 
energy use. Clark added 
that four more such facto¬ 
ries were under construc¬ 
tion, and the company’s 
website shows that its 11 
LEED projects worldwide 
- five of them in Asia - rep¬ 
resent about a third of the 
company’s manufacturing 
sites. 

Malaysia’s government 
has certified about 750,000 
square feet of factory 
space since 2009, accord¬ 
ing to the Malaysia Green 
Building Confederation, 
representing about 1 per¬ 
cent of its total building 
certifications. And Kevin 
Mo, director of the China 
buildings program at the 
Energy Foundation, a San 
Francisco-based nonprofit, 
said the Chinese authori¬ 


ties had included eight 
factories among the 742 
buildings certified by the 
end of 2012. Most of the 
others were residential or 
commercial, he said; other 
factories in the pipeline. 

A market for industrial-ef¬ 
ficiency upgrades is also 
growing in India, where 
many factory owners worry 
about power outages, said 
Prashant Kapoor, principal 
industry specialist for green 


buildings at the Interna¬ 
tional Finance Corp., the 
private sector arm of the 
World Bank. He added that 
demand for upgrades was 
now consistent enough 
there that a few domestic 
contractors were begin¬ 
ning to make it their spe¬ 
cialty. 

In contrast with Western 
multinationals, whose tar¬ 
get consumers value a 
green approach, most do¬ 
mestic manufacturers in 
Asia typically do not see 
palpable benefits in apply¬ 
ing for independent certi¬ 
fication, sustainability ex¬ 
perts say. Some are build¬ 
ing greener, however, or 
investing in efficiency ret¬ 
rofits as a way of reducing 
energy consumption or in 
response to pending gov¬ 
ernment regulations. 
Jackson Seng, professional 
services director at the Sin¬ 
gapore office of Schneider 


Electric, a French energy 
consulting firm, said he 
fielded four or five times 
as many requests for ef¬ 
ficiency upgrades at fac¬ 
tories as he did five years 
ago. Upgrading typically 
includes energy audits and 
installation of energy moni¬ 
toring software, as well as 
replacing electric motors, 
which often consume a 
vast proportion of a fac¬ 
tory’s power supply. 


Seng said that 90 percent 
of his clients were motivat¬ 
ed by a desire to reduce 
energy costs, rather than 
to polish their corporate 
images or improve their 
chances of earning an in¬ 
ternational certification like 
LEED. 

Consultants say Western 
multinationals typically ap¬ 
ply for independent certifi¬ 
cation of factory structures, 
not as a way of complying 
with local laws, but be¬ 
cause sustainable building 
design is a corporate poli¬ 
cy in the United States and 
Europe. From a marketing 
perspective, a certified 
factory in Asia presents a 
positive contrast to events 
like the collapse last year 
of a poorly built garment 
factory in Bangladesh and 
dozens of reports of chemi¬ 
cal spills and other manu¬ 
facturing mishaps over the 
years.Q
